Thread Factory for Western 
Canada a Possiviliiy 


Cultivation of Flax Makes Possible

The ‘possibility’ of going more 
largely into the culture of flax in the 
western provinces of Canada, on a 
scale that will permit the establish- 
ment of a branch threa@ ‘manufactory 
at some poiut yet to betdecided upon 
is now,-says the Edmonton Bulletin, 
being investigated by. Oliver Bar- 
bour, of the well-known Belfast firm 
ot threadmakers. Mr. Barbour was 
recently in Edmonton and from there 
went on to the coast, where he is 
continuing enquiries into the Oppor- 
tunities for business ia the way of 
flax growing. Both in Alberta and 
in’ British Columbia he has been fa- 
vorably impressed with the pros- 
pects, and. it is quite likely that in 
oue province or the other a branch 
factory will eventually be established 
by hissfirm. Mr: Barbour finds the 
Canadian West very well adapted to 
the culture of flax. Most of the pro-
